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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-16, 19-21, 23-25, 27 and 29 are currently pending. 

Status of Claims 

The rejection of claims 1-3, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), as being anticipated by 
Herber et al. (US 3,976,585), is maintained for the reasons set forth in the action mailed 
7/2/04. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 16, under 35 U.S.C. 102(b,) as being anticipated 
by Herber et al., (US 3,941 ,709), is maintained for the reasons set forth in the action 
mailed 7/2/04. 

The rejection of claims 4-15, 21, 23, 25, 27 and 29, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), as 
being unpatentable over Herber et al., (US 3,976,585), is maintained for the reasons set 
forth in the action mailed 7/2/04. 

The rejection of claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), as being unpatentable over 
Herber et al., (US 3,941 ,709), is maintained for the reasons set forth in the action 
mailed 7/2/04. 

Claims 19 and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 

claim. 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments filed 7/2/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant's arguments for all four rejections is that the amended claims 
now require that monoepoxycyclohexylane contain an aryl group or ether linkage, 
removing the use of alkyl groups as an option. However, the applicant is mistaken. The 
newly amended claims still allow R1, R2, R3, R4, R5, R6, R7 and R8 to be either 
hydrogen or-(CH2)n-R, where R may also be H, demonstrating that alkyl groups may 
still be emplyed, therefore the rejection filed 7/2/04 reads on the claims as it did before 
the amendment.
